NEW CITY CANCER UNT

Most of Local Leaders Quit 
State Body Over Funds. 


A log-standing dispute between 
the St. Louis unit of the Amer- 
ican Cancer Society and the Mis- 
souri division over autonomy in 
handling of funds raised locally 
has resulted in the resignation of 
most of the St. Louis leadership 


and formation of a new local so- 
ciety. 

Included among those resigning 
from the St. Louis Committee of 
the American Cancer Society are 
Dr. Louis H. Jorstad, chairman for 
10 years of the St. Louis group; 
Dr. Roland Klemme, vice presi- 
dent; Alfred Jaffe, chairman of 
last year’s cancer drive here, and 
Mrs. C. V. Wilcox, veteran com- 
mander of the St. Louis volunteer 
group. 

A new local organization has 
been formed, known as the St. 
Louis Cancer Society, Inc., with 
offices at 4030 Chouteau avenue. 
Mrs. Wileox has been named 
president.. Its exact functions 
with respect to future fund-rais- 
ing drives here have not yet been 
determined, Herbert E. Bryant, 
attorney for the wager said. 

Bryant said the dispute oc 
curred when the National Cancer 
Society adopted a policy of refus- 
ing to grant charters to any but 
state organizations. 

“The St. Louis group did not 
feel the work of the Cancer So- 
ciety could be directed successful- 
ly from Jefferson City,” Bryant 
anid, “and it also felt the expenses 
would be excessive. We have 
found that campaign and admin- 
istrative expense of the state or- 
ganization runs about 21 to 23 per 
cent while the figure here was 
between 10 and 11 per cent.

Time for a Highway Safety Law

Missouri's driving laws were written for 
a nice time in our memories. Henry Ford 
had finally come around to a self-starter 
for the Model T, and it was a great thrill 
when it worked. 


Miracle of miracles, a concrete slab was 
being laid all the way from St. Louis to 
Kansas City. The old home town was not 
on this great highway but a local dare- 
devil made the 85 miles from that point to 
Kansas City in two hours and fifteen min- 
utes, His dust was wonderful to behold. 


Visionaries talked about a day when con- 
crete highways would criss-cross the state. 
You could then cruise along at a steady 
25 or even 30 miles an hour wherever the 
fantastic new roads might lead. It was a 
béautiful time of discovery and dreams. 


But we can’t recapture the mood by 
hanging doggedly onto the driving laws 
that were written for such quiet times. The 
early highway dreams have come true 
these many years. The 80-mile-an-hour cars 
have so far surpassed the dreams that 
most of the highways are antiquated. And 
for lack of modern law, mén, women and 
children are dying beside the concrete 
slabs. 


The ct in human life is on the con- 
sciences of-many men who have served in 
the Legislature the last 10 years. At last 
there may be a real chance for modern 
laws to govern the operation of modern 
cars. This Legislature has for considera- 
tion an excellent drivers’ licerise bill and 
a bill that would at least make a start on 


vehicle inspection. Gov. Smith has made 
a special appeal for action and progress is 
encouraging on both fronts. 

Last week the administration drivers’ H- 
cense bill passed the House with a one- 
sided majority. Crippling amendments were 
beaten down to leave it essentially the 
model plan that has worked well in other 
states. The responsibility now checks to 
the Senate. 

It is shocking, but to this day Missouri 
has said that anyone is entitled to operate 
one of the most dangerous devices of our 
times. He may be subject to epileptic fits, 
be half blind or half crazy. He may carry 
a long accident record that proves.him in- 
competent. But in Missouri he is still en- 
titled to jeopardize the life of ‘everyone 
along the highway. 

Last week, too, the Senate perfected its 
vehicle inspection bill. It would require in- 
spections only once a year and we doubt 
that it would assure the work being done 
by wholly trustworthy people. But it would 
accept the principle of state jurisdiction 
over the condition of cars that use the 
highways. N 

A man may now drive with a steering 
gear held together by baling wire.
